The toaf. to Newfoundland was 
propOEtd by J. G. Howletl who ex- 
pressed bis congralulary opinions of 
Newfoundlanders whom he has met 
in the course of his travels. He 
spoke on the possibility of his coun- 
try becoming a province of Canada, 
I l>ecause of its large deb*.. Since 
Newfoundland Is actually a success- 
ful Dominion, Mr. Ilowlett said that 
there was no reason for confedera- 
tion.

X-Rays Was Topic 
Of Dr. WJi. Barnes 

Spot» on Photographs Show In- 
ternal Structure of Atoms 



"At the present rale of scientific 
rcsiearch It Is almost impossible to 
keep abreast of recent developments'' 
said J>r. W. H. Jiarncs, apeuklng to 
iho Phyulcal Suclcly yesterday on 
'■Jio<:e/il advances In X-ray crystal- 
lography". Ho stated that over BOO 
papers have been delivered on this 
subject during the past year. 

It was first sliown In 1912 that the 
inloi-nal structure of atoms could 
bo dotci-mlned by X-rays. Since then 
work in tiiat Ueld has been carried 
on by tlio Uraggs, and the data ac- 
cumulated has proved of groat im- 
portance. 

Uy l.lio location of dark spots on 
piiolofe'raphic plalt-H Uic plaji<;>: "■>' 
atoms can l>o found and licnco tliv in- 
ternal structure. Ucn7.one was the first 
Kiibstaiice tQ l>e completely elucidated 
from X-ray analysis alone without 
refurcnco to otlier methods, hypothacs 
or sources.

In tlie l.wt twenty years there has 
been a revived interest In biography, 
remarked Professor Noad. . The later 
i^edia of biography show a decided 
departure from tho conventional. Ac- 
cording to tho si>caker truth is the 
ideal which «hould be strlved for hy 
the true biographer sometimes thia 
is hard to atta.in duo to the absence 
of records during some part of tho 
life of tlie person of whom h« is 
writing. 

Should Supprsst Personality 

The best biography writers . .are 
those who havo been successful in 
suppressing their own personaliity In 
their works. An excellent example of 
this type of biography is Boswcll's 
Ufo of Johnson. During the period 
before the present era biographies 
were not verj' popular. They were 
written usually by a friend or rela- 
tive of the deceased who dwelt In 
great detail on tho fino achievements 
and passed over the lapses from 
grace of the person of whom he was 
writing about. This Is not "to he al- 
together counted against tlio biogra- 
pher as the readers of that period 
wanted that typo and tlie critics 
made no mention of this fault.

J Éducation For Peace 

SPEAKING in the House of Commons 
at the beginning of the month, Agne.s 
■ ^^Macphail introduced a motion wliicli 
^should be of interest to all students, whe- 
ther tiiey agree with the member for 
'Southeast Grey oi- not. Her plan would 
place a chair of international relationships 
in every important Canadian university 
,an4 set up international scholarships 
•'available to students of other countries 
tor study in this country. For this last 
proposal Miss iilacphail cites as precedent 
the Rhodes scholarships and those offer- 
ed by the French government to Canadian 
students.' 

The mechanism for these innovations

, yvfir. Miss Macphail states that last year's

Objection was raised to Miss Mac- 
phall's motion on the ground that In the 
provision for education, the federal gov- 
ernment WM infringing upon the sovei*- 
eignty of the provinces: to which a sup- 
porter of Iho motion ropliod that the 
Rhodes Foundation had been infringing 
on provincial sovereignty for .some years, 
if one is to assume that the offering of 
scholarships in Canadian universities is 
such an infringonicut. Tho molloii was 
finally carried with the rider that It l)c 
referred to the committee on industrial 
and international relations. 

.lust how this measure would be greet- 
ed by the universities If put into effect is 
by no means obvious. We know of no Can- 
adian university which has such ridicul- 
ous chairs as holelkceping, fireflghting, 
and others which are unknown in some 
American colleges. The objection might be 
raised that the ground that the new prof- 
essor would cover is already provided for 
in the history department, or the political 
economy department, or in tho sociologic- 
al department, or in all three. Without 
denying this, one vmvM point out that 
there might very well be a real place for 
the new chair in correlating tlie phases of 
the work o£ the old departments which 
deal with internationalism. In any case 
we are not aware that universities are on 
the look-out for excuse for declininir en- 
dowments. If intelligence were applied to 
the question, the money could probably be 
utilised in such a way as not to antagonise 
any existing interests in tho university. 

As the House of Commons has placed 
itself oh record as being favorable to the 
principle of the resolution, it behoves all 
students who have any interest in inter- 
national affairs to study the. proposal and 
form an opinion on the matter. 



Race Traditions

RACE TRADITIONS SHOULD NOT BE LOST 
By ERNEST PITT. 

When I note, as ve all must, how ol<I cuatoniR, 
old traditjona and old formulae are dytnc mit in 
every waJk of life, I am encllned to wonder It it is 

not a T\-lse thinj:, rrherever possible, to find some 
TVEj* of pcrpetuatinfT at least the memory of the 
best of them. We see, lor instance. In several 
universities in various parts of the empire, chairs 
of Gaelic established to pre^-ent the original native 
tongue of our Irish. Welsh aiid* Sooteh clticens 
being lost. We see in our own neighbourhood, the 
old customs of Fnowshoe t.-ajiiping, ice palaces 
and carnivals, fast irottlnz horses and the like 
fading out. The old fashioned "bee" which once 
characterized rural life Is disappearing. Whoever 
would call a "bee" of bia neighbourhood to help 
bulla a barn; and e\«en real estate must bow be- 
fore the demands of progress for we see the old 
custom of the big city residence with an army of 
servants becoming a thing <ft the past. The sub- 
urban community concert has received its finaj 
death blow froTO the radio and tha bam danc« will 
probably never be beard c£ egain. 

We who are made vp, natlonaltr of several 
dieUnct races, are the greatest sufferers from this 
tendency, because we have so many interesting 
national customs to lose. The melting pot idea of 
our neighbours to the south of a standardized 
dtleen with no traditions dating back beyond his 
landing in this country Is not altogether suitable 
to the BrlUfh eystem of nation building. 

Our fellow cltlzer.s of French language and 
cirigin ehoTT a. very fine cxajnple in this respect. 
They ding to many oustome which have been 
handed down to them from the hardy eaMorers 
and settlcre in his country from whoro they have 
sprung. Their St. Jean Baptiste fesUvaJ once a 
year is one of the best instances of this. It Is not 
a French celebration, nor yet an all-Domlnlon 
festival. And yet It is both, for It is the fesUval 
of that offshoot of the French race to whom we 
owe the colonization and exploration ©f North 
Ameriça in the major degrç. On that day espe* 
daily, our French follow citizens seek to recall all 
that is finest in the Iilstory of f.'anada which their 
fathers made, and In the traditions and customs 
which belonged lor their fathers and which tlioy 
refuse to allow to die o.'f. 

All honour to thorn. I think theirs ia an ex- 
ccllcnt example, and one worth copying. 

Why should not a public holiday be declared 
on St. Patrick's Day, so that the bcBt customs, 
traditions and memories ot tlie IrlBli rcBldents of 
Canada may be recalled to memory? Some encou- 
ragement should be Riven to local aocleties who 
are so sincere in ^clr efforts to recall to the 
minds of the present generation of Irlshnien, the 
fiacrlflcea and "customs ot their forefathers. St. 
I'atrlck's Bay parade is becoming more and more 
each year a living monument to tlio traditions of 
the early Iriiili and llio effoils of our worthy citi- 
zens, who arc behind this noble w.çrk, are to be 
commended. And why not a similar festival on 
St. Qoorge's, St. David's and Bt, Andrew's Days. 
Our Uebfow citizens already have several holidays 
which serve this purpose for them. 

While the history of all these races offers 
many names to recall, their Jilslory in Canada it- 
self would furnish an excellent picture to present 
before the people once *. year. Our Fronob Canf 
adlan clUzens do well to remind us once a year, in 
a particular way, what JocQues Cartier, Maison- 
neuve, Chàmplaln, Breboouf, Dollord des Ormeaux, 
etc., etc., have done for Canada as well as what 
other famous Frenchmen have done for tho world. 

At a first thûufiit, the names of D'^rcy Mc- 
Gee and BliauglineBey spring to be mliid, then 
Wolscley; and a momen'a reflection would recall 
many other Irishmen whoso conlrlbullons to Can- 
adian history should not bo forgotten. The Scots 
would point to Strathcona, Macdonald, Mackenzie 
and a long Hal of other.i without whom Canada 
would not be wlial she Is lo-d»y. 

lÀUow'.eo our Knglish and Welsh floclelles 
could 01) their proper occasions bring before our 
notice eaually notable na.niea of horoosi Drake 
Cook, Nelson, Wellington. Baldwin, Moyd Oeorg/ 
J/alff and many others. Along with the rucollactlon 
of famouH iiamfic, could bo combined tliu X'losen- 
tation anev/ of old customs which, In llio hus- 
tle of modeni commercial prtS nodal sollvUy «e
